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Kissinger tells plan 


to aid poorer nations 


UNITED NATIONS (U FI) — Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
pledged the United States to a broad six-point program designed to 
erase inequalities between the have and have-not nations. 
Kissinger offered the sweeping program to the special General 
Assembly on raw materials and the developing countries. 
“ All too often,” he told the delegates of 135 countries in a crowded 
assembly hall, “ international gatherings end with speeches filed away 
and resolutions passed and forgotten. We must not let this happen to 
the problem of development... 
“ Let us transform the concept of the world community from a 
slogan into an attitude. 
“ In this spirit let us be the masters of our common fate so that 
history will record that this was the year that mankind at last turned 
to its noblest and most humane challenge.” 
Kissinger proposed: 
—An expanding energy supply at equitable prices. 
—Stabilization of the cycle of surplus and shortage of raw materials. 


—Establishing a balance between food production and population 
growth 
—A global economy that will not permit the poorer countries to be 
“ overwhelmed ” 
—Harnessing of science and technology to combat a global economy 
of physical scarcity. 


.—Creation of a trade, monetary and investment system sustaining 
industrial civilization and stimulating its growth. 
“ A global economy requires an expanding supply of energy at an 
equitable price,” Kissinger said 


He said the United States called the Washington energy conference 
to resolve the oil crisis on the basis of cooperation of “ all” countries. 
He said the oil producers themselves have recognized that energy 
demands of this decade cannot be met unless supplies are expanded. 
The world needs global conservation of energy and a “ massive and 
cooperative effort” to develop new sources of conventional fuels.

Syrian communiques Sunday said 
the Syrians lost 15 killed and 10 
wounded and put Israeli losses at 50 
killed or wounded. The Syrians also 
said they shot down four Israeli 
warplanes Sunday, for a total of 
eight in seven day§. Israel denied 
the Syrian air reports. 
Snow-covered Mount Hermon is 
perhaps the single most strategic 
military point in the Middle East. 
The mountain straddles the Israeli, 
Lebanese and Syrian borders and 
commands a view of all three 
countries. In the past Israeli radar 
atop the mountain was able to 
monitor Arab air force flights.

owes $467,000 in delinquent taxes 
and interest for the years 1969 
through 1972 “ and he feels he must 
pay every penny himself.” 


In response to a question, Clawson 
said. “ Yes indeed, the President 
will have to borrow the money.” 


Clawson said that as of noon 
Saturday the White House had 
received 5,536 letters and telegrams 
favorable to the President and 113 
letters of criticism in connection 
with his tax problems. 


Individual contributions ranged 
from 6 cents from a school child to 
$5,000 from a businessman. The 
contributions averaged about $10 
each. Clawson said the President 
had looked over some of the mail 
accompanying the contributions and 
was “ heartened and moved by the 
letters.” 


Clawson said about one-fourth of 
the 
unsolicited 
letters 
were 
anonymous. 
At 
the 
President’s 
request, those donations, totaling 
$2,581.52 in mostly small cash 
contributions, will be turned over to 
the Red Cross to assist victims of 
the recent tornadoes in the Midwest 
and South. The donors cannot be 
discovered.

contributions 
through the mail, telephone callers 
pledged $3,860. These persons also 
were asked not to follow through 
with their pledges “ even though the 
President appreciates their desire 
to be of assistance,” the White 
House said.

federal survey shows that the crime 
rate in five major U.S. cities is 
several times higher than police 
think, because most crimes are 
never reported. 
In Chicago, Detroit, Los Angeles 
and New York the survey found the 
actual number of crimes was two or 
three times the number reported to 
police. In Philadelphia, it was five 
times the number reported. 
The report was compiled for the 
Justice 
Department’s 
Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Ad­ 
ministration 
(LEAA). 
Census 
Bureau experts interviewed about 
22,000 residents and 2,000 business 
firms in each city to obtain the 
crime data. The study was limited 
to the year 1972 and covered crimes 
within 
the 
cities’ 
official 
boundaries, excluding their suburbs. 
LEAA Administrator Donald E. 
Santarelli told reporters the mass 
interviewing, 
with 
followup 
processing by statistical experts, 
was 
“ a 
new 
instrument 
that 
accurately measures the incidence 
of crime.” 
“ The 
crime 
survey 
results 
demonstrate that in an astounding 
number of instances Americans 
simply do not think it is worthwhile 
to report to public authorities that 
they have been victims of criminal 
acts,” he said. 


“ In 
my 
judgment 
the 
data 
transmits a strong message of 
public apathy toward its criminal 


justice institutions bordering on 
contempt,” Santarelli said. 
The Census Bureau workers filled 
out a 20 page questionnaire in each 
interview and included the reasons 
given by crime victims for not 
notifying police. 
The reason given in 34 per cent of 
the cases involving crimes against 
persons such as robbery or assault 
was that the victim felt nothing 
could be done about it because of 
apparent lack of proof. 
This 
was 
followed 
by 
“ not 
important enough,” 28 per cent; 
“ police would not want to be 
bothered,” 
8 
per 
cent; 
“ too 
inconvenient,” 5 per cent; “ private 
personal matter,” 
4 per cent; 
“ afraid of reprisal,” 2 per cent; 
“ reported to someone else,” 7 per 
cent, and other reasons, 12 per cent. 
The percentage ratings for reasons 
given in other types of crime were 
similar. 


The percentages of crimes that 
had been reported to police varied 
little from city to city for some 
types of crimes but varied widely 
for others. For example, the range 
for rape and attempted rape varied 
from 46 per cent in Los Angeles to 61 
per cent in New York. 
The study is part of a $10 million 
long range project that is aimed at 
seeking out the causes of public 
apathy, Santarelli said. The LEAA 
is already trying to improve public 
responsiveness through its “ Citizen 
Initiative” project. 


Heretofore the national crime 
barometer 
has 
been 
the 
FBI 
Uniform Crime Report (UCR), 
which is limited to crimes that are 
reported to police. Except for a 
recent forerunner survey, the new 
study is the first one to be based on a 
canvass of crime victims.

well in hand.” 
There was no indication of 
any fighting.

infantry companies and an 
arm ored-car 
squadron. 
French 
military 
sources 
said two major armored 
units are stationed in the 
capital city of Niamey. 
The country, formerly a

election. 
He said Congress would 
get the idea if everyone

given C. G. “ Bebe” Rebozo 
by Hughes. 
Newsweek 
magazine 
reported 
that 
Senate 
Watergate 
investigators 
“ had begun sifting through 
bank records and matching 
serial numbers of $100 bills 
to trace Rebozo’s handling 
of the money.” 
The magazine quoted one 
source as saying, “ it takes 
just one bill issued after 
August, 1970, to break the 
whole story down.” 
Newsweek said the probe 
was launched after Nixon's 
former attorney, Herbert 
W. 
K alm b ach , 
told 
Watergate 
investigations 
that Rebozo allegedly had 
given some of the “ contribu­ 
tion” to Miss Woods, both of 
Nixon’s brothers and others.

State gets unhappy 
mail over Nixon taxes

SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
The fact 
that President 
Richard Nixon declined to 
file a state income tax 
return for four years has 
aroused an avaianche of 
unhappy 
mail 
from 
Californians this tax season 


As might be expected, the 
most common lament was, 
“ If he doesn't pay then why 
do I? ” 


The President has been 
socked since with a $5.000- 
plus back tax bill for 1969 
and 1970, with a finding that 
he owed no state income 
taxes for 1971 and 1972. 
But the bill for taxes, 
interest and penalties didn’t 
come until just four days 
before tonight's midnight 
deadline for filing a 1973 
state return—too late to 
mollify record numbers of 
taxpayers who wrote their 
government 
in 
ire 
and 
frustration. 
Robert 
Longsdorf, 
a 
spokesman for the state 
Franchise Tax Board, said 
letters up through the last 
week of filing ran about 60-1 
against the President. 
Wrote 
an 
E l 
Monte 
worker: 
“ It's 
a 
damn 
shame when people drawing 
thousands of dollars' pay 
less taxes than a janitor 
(myself) whose salary is 
$8,000 a year.” 
From an upset Pasadena 
physician. 
“ So that my 
shame and sadness (and 
hopefully his also) may be 
lessened, 
I 
enclose 
my 
check for $1 which I request 
you credit the account of 
Richard M. Nixon.” 
The $1 was returned 
A Yuba City taxpayer de­ 
clared: 
“ I 
believe 
that 
anyone entitled to claim 
voting privileges should also 
have the privilege to file an 
income tax form.” 
Those were a sampling of 
hundreds 
of 
letters—the 
total 
has 
not 
been 
counted—received this year 
by the board. They range 
from 
highly 
detailed 
arguments 
why 
the 
President should pay taxes 
and why the state should see 
that it is done swiftly, to 
generalized frets, to off­ 
color epithets and vows to 
resist paying. 
“ There’s lots less humor 
this year,” says Longsdorf. 
“ People are taking it much 
more seriously .” 
He believes the volume of 
mail about Nixon’s state 
taxes 
is 
unprecedented, 
more even that when it was 
learned 
Gov. 
Ronald 


Reagan 
paid 
the 
state 
nothing on his 1970 income 
citing “ business reverses.” 
The tax official is one of 
two 
state 
workers 
who 
spend 
hours 
each 
week 
answering 
taxp ayer 
complaints 
through 
the 
mail. An eight paragraph 
letter is the basis for replies 
about the President's taxes, 
which 
is 
“ tailored” 
to 
answer 
questions 
of 
individual taxpayers. 
The letter explains the 
confidentiality 
of 
tax 
matters, 
reviews 
what 
action has been taken (a 
determination that Nixon is 
not a California resident for 
tax purposes) and promises 
further action (which was 
recently disclosed, in the 
form of the $5,000 tax bill on 
certain of the President's 
income 
derived 
in 
California). 
Although Longsdorf says 
the overwhelming majority 
of 
mail 
dealt 
with the 
President, 
taxpayers 


offered assorted other beefs 
this year. 
One Burlingame resident 
wrote that the envelope 
containing his relund check 
appeared too much like a 
political advertisement for 
Controller 
Houston 
I. 
Flournoy, 
a 
Republican 
candidate 
for 
governor. 
Flournoy’s name is written 
on 
the 
outside 
of 
the 
envelope, and the taxpayer, 
thinking it was campaign 
material, tore it up. 
Another 
taxpayer 
included payment in full for 
back taxes —in Monoply 
money. 
“ In past years people used 
to do lots of things like send 
in a shirt with a check on 
it,”

“ Now people are looking 
more closely at their tax 
lia b ility , 
especially 
residency requirements.

preceeding outdoor mass. 
Vatican sources said he was 
still somewhat weak from 
two attacks of influenza last 
month. 
Doctors

convinced him to cancel his 
participation in two Holy 
Week events. 
Speaking 
from 
the 
basilica's main balcony, the 
spiritual leader of more 
than 600 million Catholics 
said “ the values of the 
present time cannot reach 
the level of absolute values 
for the human spirit.” 
The Pope said current 
values “ remain something 
relative to the present life, 
which —as we know —is 
ephemeral and passing. To 
base one’s own existence 
primarily and exclusively 
on these values means to 
build on sand 
“ It means this especially

Even with that disparity, 
the communists have poured 
considerable amounts ol 
money and resources into an 
attempt to stop the limited 
volume ol Western broad­ 
c a s tin g from re a c h in g 
listeners in their countries.

Sep tem b er, just 
before the opening of the sec­ 
ond stage of the European se­ 
curity conference in Geneva, 
Russia and the other East- 
European countries had no 
fewer than 3,000 transmitters 
whose sole purpose was to 
jam Western broadcasts 
beamed to the communist 
world. These transmitters, 
which first made their ap­ 
pearance after the commu­ 
nist coup in Czechoslovakia 
in 1948, cost $250 million to in­ 
stall and $100 million a year 
to run This is more than the 
Soviet government spends on 
its domestic radio network 
Jamming of the BBC. the 
Voice of America, and some 
other Western stations stop­ 
ped in September.

In the West, nobody bothers 
to jam communist broadcasts

broadcasts from the 
Deutsche Welle in West Ger­ 
many). Nor do western coun­ 
tries go in for the clandestine 
“ black" broadcasting which 
the communists do. Two sta­ 
tions, callin g them selves 
Radio Free Portugal and 
Radio Independent Spain, 
broadcast clandestinely from 
Cluj in Rumania Two Greek 
stations have been operating 
from East Germany <w ithout. 
apparently, getting jammed 
by Athens). 
The propaganda war is at 
its hottest in Asia. Russia has 
two black stations, pouring 
out anti-Maoist propaganda 
in Chinese, as well as a major 
station broadcasting to the 
third world called Radio 
Peace and Progress, which 
claims that it is independent 
of the Moscow government 
but is thought to be run by the 
KGB 
China, too, devotes a large 
part of its own unofficial 
broadcasting to anti-Soviet 
a n d , 
m o r e 
r e c e n t l y , 
specifically anti-Russian pro­ 
paganda. The Chinese and 
the Russians both try to ex­ 
ploit the other’s nationality 
problem. 
All in all, broadcasting to 
the outside world by commu­ 
nist countries has grown 
enormously in recent years 
more than fivefold since 1950 
In the same period. Western 
broadcasting has grown at 
only half that rate. Commu­ 
nist broadcasters are also 
becoming more sophisticated 
in their approach There are 
fewer of those lists of mind- 
bending statistics about 
Soviet 
achievements’, and 
more reasoned argument in 
defense of Soviet policies in 
terms a foreign listener can 
at least begin to accept. 


Russia and China even use 
arguments and facts from 
non-marxist sources when 
this suits then book 
Whatever impact Russia’s 
and China s propaganda 
have on each other s popula­ 
tions. their impact elsewhere 
does not begin lo measure up 
to the resources poured into 
it. 
In large parts ol Africa, tor 
example, the BBC si ill has a 
clear lead in numbers ol 
listeners over alt compete 
tors, 
with the Deutsche 
W elle s new transmitters 
starting to catch up in some 
places 
The BBC does particularly 
well in Nigeria Even in In­ 


dia, which has tyeen getting 
close attention from Russian 
propaganda over the past 
decade, independent surveys 
show that the BBC has 15 
times more listeners for its 
Hindi broadcasts in large ui 
ban areas than Moscow 
radio 
In the Middle East the BBC 
Arabic service does better 
than the others. An opinion 
poll carried out among the 
readers of a Beirut paper on 
the fifth day of the Yom Kip 
pur war showed the BBC at 
the top of the popularity list, 
w ith Cairo radio running sec­ 
ond. 
The audience for commu­ 
nist broadcasts in the West is 
so tiny largely because even 
the angriest critics of most 
Western governments can 
find out as much about the 
sins of “ late capitalism from 
local sources. Even where 
authoritarian, regimes dis­ 
cipline the media, the alter­ 
native for the rest of the 
population seems to be a 
western rather than a com­ 
munist station or newspaper 
In communist countries, on 


the other hand, most people 
still cannot travel to non- 
communist countries or lay 
their hands on Western news 
paper!, and magazines. That 
alone probably explains the 
enormous popularity of 
Western broadcasts, which 
gave listeners the sort of 
facts and figures that are 
otherwise available only to a 
small circle of senior party 
men and officials 
Radio 
Liberty, in Munich, quotes 
Solzhenitsyn's statement in a 
N**w York Times interview in 
August, 1972, that anybody in 
Russia who wants to know 
w hat goes on m Russia must 
listen to Radio Liberty. The 
station broadcasts in 18 of the 
Soviet Union’s languages it 
would like to be "an alterna 
live home service 
At the moment, some 20 pel 
cent of Radio Liberty's out­ 
put consists of underground 
publications smuggled out of

Me no ask 


The Boston Globe, an eminent 
New 
England daily, seems 
to 
cultivate among its columnists a 
sort of barracks room irritability. 
Thus all the emunctory sounds of 
polemicizing 
are 
carefu ll y 
preserved, instead of flushing them 
out with clinical dispatch Imagine 
it, I 
have been accused by an 
associate editor of the Globe of 
having made “an ass” of myself on 
“Firing Line.” And guess how? “ By 
saying nothing.” On a program in 
which I took the liberty of pointing 
out the great material achievements 
of 
America, a panelist 
chimed in with “and 
six 
million un­ 
employed?” “ Buck­ 
ley 
looked up, 
puzzled,” said the 
writer — who pro­ 
ceeded to write 600 
words 
about 
un­ 
employment. 
I did not at the time go into the 
business of unemployment because 
that wasn’t the subject of the 
program, 
but 
I 
think 
it 
only 
charitable that I share some of the 
knowledge I have on the general 
subject with the people at the 
Boston Globe, to cheer them up a 
little. 
Many people tend to enter the job 
market when it is good, i.e. when the 
opportunities 
are 
particularly 
tempting. That 
is why it often 
happens that the unemployed rate is 
high in especially affluent periods. 
During these periods there is an 
increase in unemployment as people 
quit one job in search for a better 
job. For instance, in 1960 which was 
a slump year, the quit-rate in 
manufacturing was 1.3. Now in 1969, 
which was a boom year, the quit- 
rate was 2.7. That would show up in 


higher unemployment figures. But 
the situation in which people are 
quitting a job in order to look for a 
letter one is not the kind of situation 
one should 
deplore 
though the 
distinction is unlikely to attract the 
attention of talk-show panelists who 
know only how to come up with the 
big figures. 
There is nothing wrong, as I say, 
in trying to get a better job. Even in 
1971, 
w h ic h 
w a s 
a 
ba d 
unemployment year, only 46 per 
cent of those who were unemployed 
had lost their jobs. And 45 per cent 
of the unemployed during that year 
were out of work for less than five 
weeks. 
You have then the category of 
those who do not need to work. 
Principally these are women and 
teen-agers. 
The 
bulk 
of 
the 
unemployed between the ages of 16 
and 21 never worked before they 
appeared 
as 
statistics 
in 
the 
unemployment 
fields. 
Of 
these 
unemployed in October 1972, 42 per 
cent were enrolled in school, and 
only 
seven 
per cent 
had 
lost 
previous jobs. Over 55 per cent were 
looking for temporary work, which 
implies that they will show up yet 
again as unemployed. 
Nor is it accurate to equate a rise 
in the unemployment rate with an 
increase in jobless workers. If the 
same number of people remain 
unemployed for a week or two 
longer than normal on the average, 
the unemployment rate will rise 
significantly. In the recession year 
of 1970, unemployment was 4.9 per 
cent 
and 
average <tluration 
of 
unemployment 8.8 weeks. In the 
boom year of 1972, unemployment 
was 5.6 per cent — but the average

unemployment rate in 1972. There

businesses) and the average weekly 
benefit is $60. And the average 
duration of unemployment benefits 
is 16 weeks. 
North Carolina had 3.2 per cent 
unemployed, 7.8 per cent in labor 
unions, $39.50 in benefits — and 11.2 
w ee k s 
a v e r a g e 
p e r i o d 
of 
unemployment. 
In January of 1971 there were 70.3 
million Americans employed and 
the unemployment figure was 6 per 
cent. Two years later there were 
73.9 million persons employed, but 
the official unemployment figure 
was down only 0.9 to 5.1 per cent. 
The long and short of it is that in 
America our unemployment is itself 
in most cases a considerable tribute 
to the general affluence. There are 
jobs. But these are jobs that people 
don’t care to take for a combination 
of 
reasons. 
A 
lifestyle, 
the 
availability of social benefits, the 
ability to live at home — and not 
work at all. It is a pity this is not 
understood by people who are not 
wise enough to let things pass when 
the alternative is to display the 
s u p e r f i c i a l i t y 
of

understanding.

We have some strawberrv news 
today and it is not good. Strawberry 
lovers are going to consider their 
favorite dish in the category of 
gourmet, as far as price goes, this 
year.

What’s pushing up 
the price is the fact 
that 
everything 
needed to grow and 
ship the berries has 
increased, starting 
with 
the 
little 
plastic baskets that 
hold the berries. All 
forms 
of 
plastic 
have gone up in 
p r i c e 
s i m p l y 
because 
plastic 
happens to be an oil 
derivative and we 
all know what the 
price of oil is lately. 


Our information tells us that the 
cost of the baskets is twice as much 
as last year. That is, if the grower 
can find them. Some growers are 


returning to the old wiKxien baskets, 
while others are using a newly 
developed 
cardboard 
or 
pulp 
container. Any case, the cost will be 
higher 
There 
are 
other 
contributing 
factors to the increase in the cost. 
The baskets are usually placed in a 
carton. The prices of the cartons has 
gone up. Wires that bind the cartons 
together have gone up 75 per cent, if 
you can find the wire. F'ertilizer cost 
has doubled, not to mention the cost 
of harvesting and transporting the 
berries to the market. 
Fortunately for the consumers, 
say grower representatives, all of 
these costs cannot just be passed on 
to the buyers. Prices are pretty well 
determined by what the traffic will 
bear, which means that the growers 
will be absorbing many of the 
increased costs. 
One solution to the whole problem 
would be to attempt to grow your 
own berries. 


King Merrill in his Santa Ynez 
Valley News column prints this 
recipe for “elephant stew :” One 
elephant, two cups of salt and two 
cups of pepper.

Best game in the world 


Baseball is the best game in the 
world, and there is no rational 
reason for saying this except the all- 
deciding one that when I was four 
and gazed up at my leaving again 
father from very close to the kitchen 
floor, there was a pitcher’s glove 
tucked between his elbow and his 
side, a crusted pair of pointed cleats 
dangling 
from 
his 
shoulder, 
a 
peaked visor cap squarely shading 
his forehead and a smile on his lips. 
That was all the 
proof I needed. And 
when Hank Aaron 
came 
around 
on 
number 715 a week 
ago, 
nothing 
had 
changed. 
Thanks 
to 
professional 
ball has amassed a 
huge audience. But 
this only points to 
the dark side of a 
fact about baseball that has always 
been true and has also always kept it 
the real national pastime. 
You don’t make a baseball fan in 
an afternoon. It takes a whole 
childhood of cheeks bulging with 
bubble gum and fists full of trading 
cards. You have to grow up with the 
roar of the lower deck reserved 
grandstands in your mind and cigar 
smoke puckering your nose. It takes 
reams 
of 
scribbled 
programs, 
closets full of pennants and several 
hundred pounds of peanuts and 
gallons of pop. Only then does it 
begin to come together. And when it 
does, it’s got you. 
I once shared a seat on a train to 
London with a disciple of cricket, a 
game I told him I regarded as a 
crude form of baseball, minus two 
bases as it is. I spoke to him of what 
I 
term ed 
baseball’s 
“ latent 
potentials,” 
which 
was a 
way 
several glasses of English stout had 
given me of saying that the only way 
you can understand what happens in 
baseball is if you understand what 
could have happened. 
The Englishman wondered if the 
latent potentials hadn’t disappeared 
altogether. 


But there was a point to the 
discussion, the same one as before: 
unlike 
American 
football, 
or 
certainly soccer, there is nothing 
whatever obvious about baseball to 
the uninitiated. There’s no goal, only 
a 
lot 
of 
apparently 
random 
movement. It actually looks bizarre. 
Those 15 to 18 guys out there could 
be doing anything. 
So, again, you have to come to it 
early, 
long before 
there’s any 
question about being rational. When 
I first came to it, it was at Braves 
Field in Boston, in around 1949. My 
father was taking me to the “ball 
‘game,” whatever that was. 
He produced the tickets and we 
were admitted to a d^gy series of 
cement corridors that felt like a 
dungeon, with wizened old men with 
dormant cigar butts spitting here 
and there and men loudly hawking 
beer and peanuts and programs. It 
was all close and gloomy. Then we 
began to walk up a gradual ramp 
with daylight at the other end. 1 
neither expected nor could have 
been prepared in any way for the 
dramatic, 
the panoramic green 
vista that was suddenly laid out 
before my eyes as I came to the end 
of that tunnel and saw a major 
league baseball stadium for the first 
time. The feeling has faded a lot but 
never quite gone away. 
The game was probably one of the 
poorest of the Braves’ middling 
season and there are parts of it I’ll 
never forget. A tubby, 40-year-old 
hurler named Mack Serkon started 
for the Braves and was knocked out. 
Eddie Mathews was the hero-to-be 
of the afternoon but didn’t do much. 
A man in a row near our first base 
seats was hit in the back with a foul 
ball and spilled his hot chocolate. On 
balance, it was a magnificent day. I 
had been initiated, and at the right 
age. 
Only later, and slowly, did the 
particulars of the sport begin to fill 
in the framework of awe, the new 
words, the different situations, the 
point of it all. And that I was old 
enough so that it had become knitted 
in the marrow. 


About 25 years after that first 
Braves game, I happened to take a 
girl from South Africa to a Dodgers 
game, one of her first baseball 
experiences. It was a late season 
crucial against the Giants, a slug 
fest in which each club used four or 
five pitchers, a succession of home 
runs shifted the lead back and forth 
and a tumultuous homer won it for 
the home team in extra innings. Not 
a soul could keep to his seat or avoid 
yelling himself hoarse. Except my 
date. 


When it was all over, she turned 
and in her cockney-like accent 
reported 
“Me boom is noom,” 
which means “My bum is numb.” 
To her they had only been balls 
sailing over fences, like sheep. She 
would have said the same thing 
probably at another Braves game 
last Monday, when Aaron slugged 
one better than Ruth to set a mark 
that, though bizarre when you look 
at it objectively, somehow touches 
an American tradition down to the 
roots.
